Temperatures at 
New Low 


Icy Blasts Sweep Down Out 
of Northern Rockies and 
Six States Shiver 


Torrential Illinois Rains 
Again Send Rivers to 
Flood Stage

CHICAGO, Sept. 24. - Unseason- 
ably cold weather stalked out of the 
Northern Rockies today and advanced 
across the Northwest to cap with 
snow and frost the rout of Indian 
summer. 

Wyoming and Montana, the Da- 
kotes, Nebraska and finally Iowa and 
Minnesota felt successively their first 
snowfalls of the season. All suffered 
frost, too, as did Kansas, and tonight 
the storm is moving into Wisconsin 
and across the Great Lakes, bringing 
to many localities the lowest tempera- 


tures ever experienced in Septem- 
ber.

He ac- 
companied the polar party to 86.38 
Geg.. turning back there, Bartlett 
alone of the white men accompany- 
ing the leader further. Subsequent- 
ly, the two Eskimos with him, Kud- 
looktoo and Iunkitsog, the latter bet- 
ter known as Harrigan, reached the 
Roosevelt and reported Marvin's 
death.

GOLDEN DAWN 


New Reconstructed Europe 
Thought at Hand 


Thoiry Conference Paves 
Way to Pact With France’ 


Predictions Made by German 
Foreign Office 


BERLIN, Sept 24. (#)—Predicting 
the dawn of a reconstructed Europe, 
politically and economically, a For- 
eign Office spokesman tonight said 
that the political conference between 
the German Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Stresemann, and Foreign Minister 
Briand of France at Thoiry paved the 
way for discussions through which « 
political-economic agreement might 
be affected with tremendous advan- 
tage to France and Germany. The 
questions for discussions were not 
divulged, but it is understood they 
will include stabilization of the 
franc, evacuation of occupied German 
areas and the granting of colonial 
mandates to Germany. 

This statenent by the Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman was made after the 
Cabinet unanimously had approved in 
Principle the report of Dr. Strese- 
mann in his nes with M. Briand aft- 
er y elected to member- 
ship in the League of Nations.

SWEETHEART MURDERED 


In September of that year, 1921, 
we moved to Austin, Tes, whare the 
Texas newspaper syndicate for which 
I worked had just bought the Austin 
American One of the first big 
stories that came up for me to han- 
die was the murder of Dell Thames 
in the Gatesville Reformatory. 

The 14-year-old boy had been com- 
mitted to the reformatory at the re- 
quest of his father, who maintained 
that the boy was incorrigible. The 
third day of Dell's incarceration he 
was choked to death by Drillmaster 
Twining, whose sole defense was that 
the boy did not perform the drill ex- 
ercises properly.

ALL-AMERICAN LEAGUE 
Argentina seems to be the only South 
American nation holding out against the 
formation ot the All-American League pro- 
posed at the recent meeting of the Bolivgr 
Commemorative Congress at Panama. It 
had been thought that the idea would be 
acceptable to all the southern republics, 
but Dr. Gallardo, Secretary of Foreign Af- 
rairs of Argentina, now says that the proj- 
ect is not workable and that it will have 
to be deferred for an indefinite period. 
The original plan was drafted by Dr. Bal- 
tasar Brun, delegate to the congress from 
Uruguay. It proposed to adopt as a prin- 
ciple of international relations that any 
act carried out against the republics of 
North and South America in violation of 
precepts universally recognized by inter 
national law de considered an offense 
against all of them and, therefore, provoca- 
tive of uniform and common reaction. 

As a member of the League of Nations 
Argentina seems to consider that alliance 
sufficient for the arbitration of all inter- 
national disputes. She is piqued because 
of Brazil's withdrawal from the League, 
and cannot understand why America is not 
th it. So she blinds herself to the advan- 
tages that would accrue to her and te der 
sister republics by the formation of a pact 
between the United States of the north on 
one side and the disunited states of the 
south on the other. 

Uruguay is still hopeful of winning over 
the dissenting political element of Argen- 
tine merchants 
are strongly for the proposed alliance, and 
in some of the lower republics commerce 
is all-powerful. So it is quite likely that 
Argentina will fall in line with the other 
nations of the south and that the new 
league will be formed. 

Brasil, the most populous and the lars 
est of all the South American republics, is 
expréssing a strong fellow-feeling for the 
United States and is ripe for adherence to 
the proposed All-American League. This 
strange though well-meant and friendly ut- 
terance was made recently by the Jornal 
do Comercio of Brazil, the personal organ 
of Felix de Alves Pacheco, the Brazilian 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs: 

Brazil's withdrawal meant our re 
fusal to submit to the duplicity of the 
great powers, who strove to exclude 
the American continent from the Coun- 
cil. In following the example of the 
United States Brazil left the powers 
free to do as they wish. Although Bra- 
sil as an independent nation is fifty 
years younger than the United States, 
it may be that we shall be called up-
